| Arrival of the Congress Frigate. 
States ship Congress, Capt. Henley arrived at 
Norfolk on Wednesday last in 44 days from Rio 
Janeiro. ‘Thomas Sumpter, Esq. Minister of the 
United States to Rie, with his family came pas- 
sengers. 

The officers are all in good health, and the 
crew, with the€xception of 15, have nearly re- 
covered from the afflicting malady, which, in the 
space of a few months, has cut off 73 of their 
cumber; and although its ravages have been 
chiefly confined to the crew, the service has to 
lament the loss of a valuable and promising offi- 
cer, in the death of Lieut. Wm. Nichols, comman- 
ding officer of the marines, a gentleman in private 
life, as in the navy, highly esteemed and respect- 
ed. 
March, after an illness of three months, occa- 
stoued, as we learn, by using the salt bath, while 
under an attack of dysentery. His remains 
were interred at Rio, with military honors, the 
British officers in that port, and the public au- 
thorities, uniting with these of the ship, on the 
inournful occasion. 

The service has also been deprived of a worthy 
and skilful warrant officer, in the death of the 
Boatswain, Mr. Joseph Pickens, of Boston—he 
was carried off by the Cholera Morbus, on the 
6th of December, the day on which the ship left 
Manilla, after an illness of only six hours.

A letter of the 16th from N. Orleans states, 
that there had been a considerable sale on that 
day of prime Cotton for the French market at 19 
cents per lb. Molasses was very scarce—and 
what little there was in the market, was held at 
19 cents.
